To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Jaffrey,  in  the  County  of 
Cheshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Union  Hall,  on  School  Street, 
in  East  Jaffrey  Village,  in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of 
March  next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  (polls  to  remain  open 
until  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon)  to  act  on  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  bring  in  your  votes  for  the  election  of  Delegates-at-Large, 
Alternate  Delegates-at-Large,  District  Delegates  and  Alternate  District 
Delegates  to  the  National  Conventions  of  the  Democratic  and  Republican 
Parties,  to  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  for 
President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 

2.  To  choose  two  Delegates  to  a  Convention  to  revise  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  be  held  in  Concord,  May  12th, 
1948. 

3.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  one  Selectman  for  three  years  and  all 
other  necessary  Town  Officers. 

4.  To  hear  all  reports,  except  that  of  the  Budget  Committee,  and 
act  thereon. 

5.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee,  and  to  raise  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  required  for  the  support  of  the  poor,  build- 
ing and  repairing  highways  and  bridges,  fire  department,  Memorial  Day, 
street  lights,  and  all  other  Town  Charges. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $410.00  (l/100th  of  1%  of  the  valuation  of  the  Town)  to  the  Monad- 
nock  Region  Association  of  Southern  New  Hampshire  for  issuance  and 
distribution  of  printed  matter,  newspaper  and  magazine  advertising, 
calling  attention  to  the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the  Town, 
in  co-operation  with  the  other  thirty-seven  towns  of  the  Monadnock 
Region. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $200.00  to  be  expended  for  additional  lighting  of  the  streets  during 
the  Christmas  Season. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $926.32  for  Town  Road  Aid  upon  condition  that  the  State  will  con- 
tribute the  sum  of  $3,705.28. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,000.00  to  be  set  aside  as  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  160,  Laws  of  1943  and  revised  by  Chapters  8  and  91  of  the 
laws  of  1947,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  Town  Hall  at  such  future 
time  as  the  Town  may  decide,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 


11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salary  of  the  Chief 
of  Police,  $800.00  and  raise  and  appropriate  said  sum  of  money  to  pay  for 
this  increase,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto  as  petitioned  for  by 
Ferdinand  D.  Gordon  and  others. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  $300.00  as  a 
trust  fund;  the  income  from  said  fund  to  be  expended  for  the  care  of 
the  Charles  S.  Phelps  cemetery  lot  in  the  Old  Burying  Ground  at  Jaf- 
frey  Center. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  undertake  the  operation  of  the 
public  bathing  beach  on  Contoocook  Lake,  maintaining  the  facilities  and 
services  hitherto  conducted  by  the  Parent-Teachers  Association,  or  act  in 
any  way  relating  thereto. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  not  exceeding  $400.00  for  the  construction  of  a  raft  to  replace 
the  demolished  one  at  the  public  beach  on  Contoocook  Lake  as  petitioned 
for  by  Margaret  C.  Bean  and  others. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  increase  the  pay  of  the  firemen 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  to  pay  for  same  or  act  in  any  way 
relating  thereto. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  take  any  action  in  regard  to  authoriz- 
ing the  appointment  of  a  Clerk  of  Court  and  raise  and  appropriate  money 
to  pay  for  the  same. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  find  that  there  is  need  for  a 
housing  authority  to  function  in  the  Town,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Authorities  Law,  Chapter  169  of  the  Revised  Laws,  as  amended. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  to  aid  in  the  work  on  the  "War  Memorial"  by  Viggo  Brandt- 
Erichsen,  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto  as  petitioned  for  by 
Felix  O'Neil  and  others. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Moderator  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  (5)  citizens  to  supervise  the  expenditure  of 
the  sum  raised  and  appropriated  in  article  18  and  to  co-operate  with 
Viggo  Brandt-Erichsen  to  the  final  completion  of  the  "War  Memorial," 
or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto  as  petitioned  for  by  Felix  O'Neil  and 
others. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  a  discount  to  be  made 
to  those  persons  who  shall  pay  their  taxes  within  such  periods  as 
the  Town  may  limit  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  eliminate  plowing  of  sidewalks 
except  for  the  Main  Street  business  district  or  pass  an  ordinance  prohibit- 
ing persons  from  walking  in  the  town  streets  that  have  plowed  sidewalks 
or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto  as  petitioned  for  by  Anne  B.  Gordon 
and  others. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  to  cover  the  cost  of  constructing  a  hard  surface  road 
on  Aetna  Street  and  K.  K.  Road  or  act  in  any  way  relating  thereto. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  to  purchase  a  car  for  the  police  department.

TOWN  SURVEY 

Report  No.  13 

Selectmen, 

Jaffrey,  N.  H. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  work  done  during  1947  on  surveys  of 
town  roads  and  town  boundaries  with  an  appropriation  of  $500.00. 

No  extended  field  work  was  done  during  the  year  but  a  number  of 
small  detached  surveys  were  made  to  tie  private  surveys  to  the  town  net- 
work. 
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The  town  line  between  Jaffrey  and  Troy  is  complete  except  a  short 
distance  where  no  wall  or  fence  is  standing  and  a  portion  of  the  old 
county  road  in  the  southwestern  part  of  the  town  was  surveyed. 

Additional  surveys  were  plotted  on  sheets  on  scale  of  one  inch  equals 
forty  feet,  a  total  of  seventy  sheets  in  this  set  remains  the  same  as  last 
year. 

Two  new  sheets  on  a  scale  of  one  inch  equals  two  hundred  feet 
were  started  bringing  the  total  in  the  set  to  twenty-five,  eighteen  of 
which  are  cloth  mounted.  Two  sheets  of  this  later  set  (not  adjacent)  were 
sufficiently  surveyed  to  show  the  various  tracts  and  ownerships. 

Black  and  white  prints  were  made  from  tracings  and  given  to  the 
selectmen  in  time  to  be  used  in  their  tax  assessment  duties,  the  owner- 
ship being  brought  up  to  April  1,  1947. 

A  sheet  represents  an  area  of  nearly  750  acres  and  on  the  two 
sheets  a  total  of  257  separate  tracts  was  shown,  208  of  which  were  com- 
plete and  47  partially,  with  a  total  of  135  different  owners.

Philip  M.  Darling  reported  for  the  committee  appointed  in  1946 
to  investigate  changing  the  names  of  the  post  offices  in  Jaffrey,  and 
the  moderator  read  a  letter  from  Representative  in  Congress  Norris 
Cotton  to  the  effect  that  the  Post  Office  Department  had  learned  that 
no  present  sentiment  exists  locally  for  any  change;  therefore,  no  action 
will  be  taken. 

Delcie  D.  Bean,  Jr.,  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote  of  184  to  31 : 

"Whereas,  at  the  annual  meeting  held  in  the  Town  of  Jaffrey,  New 
Hampshire  on  March  12,  1946,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:  'That 
the  selectmen  be  instructed  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  needed  to  bring 
about  the  elimination  of  the  word  "East"  in  East  Jaffrey  and  thus 
further  the  general  use  of  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Jaffrey';  and 

Whereas,  a  letter  from  Representative  Norris  Cotton  of  the  Second 
New  Hampshire  District,  dated  March  1,  1947,  in  part  is  as  follows:  'The 
Post  Office  Department  stated  to  me  that  usually  the  Postmaster  General 
complies  with  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  community  as  to  the  name 
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of  the  post  office,  but  in  this  case,  because  of  the  division  of  sentiment 
that  he  found,  he  determined  not  to  take  action.  -  -  -  It  is  apparent 
from  the  attitude  of  the  Department  that  the  Postmaster  General  will 
not  make  this  change  unless  he  has  proof  of  a  rather  overwhelming 
sentiment  that  it  should  be  done';  now,  therefore, 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  we,  the  voters  of  Jaffrey,  in  town  meeting 
assembled  this  eleventh  day  of  March,  1947  hereby  reaffirm  the  reso- 
lution adopted  on  March  12,  1946;  and  the  Town  Clerk  is  hereby  directed 
to  report  this  action  to  the  Postmaster  'General  and  to  others  in  the  Fed- 
eral Government  who  may  have  to  do  with  the  matter".

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  High- 
way Agent,  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  Municipal  Court,  Library  Treasurer, 
Overseer  of  the  Poor  and  Water  Department. 

Financial  Statements      A 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets — December  31,  1945-December  31,  1946: 

(Exh.  A) 
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Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1945  and.  December 
31,  1946,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated  therein  the  Net  Surplus 
decreased  by  $24,041.05  during  the  year.

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures — Estimated 
and  Actual  Revenues :  (Exhibits  C  &  D) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  esti- 
mated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1946, 
are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary 
a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $21,720.71,  less  a  net  revenue  surplus 
of  $4,108  77,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $17,611.94. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:   (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1946,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classification 
of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipts  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and 
audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting- 
invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts 
were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures verified.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  September  8, 
1947,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  V. 
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Tax  Accounts 

The  tax  warrant  accounts  of  Collector  O'Neil  for  the  levies  of  1947 
and  prior  years  were  audited.  Summary  statements  of  these  accounts  as 
of  December  31,  1946,  are  included  in  Exhibits  F,  G,  H,  I,  and  as  of 
September  15,  1947,  in  Exhibits  W,  X,  Y,  Z  and  AA. 

Examination  of  the  tax  sale  account  was  likewise  made.  A  summary 
showing  the  activity  in  this  account  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31,  1946,  is  presented  in  Exhibit  J,  and  for  the  period  from  January  1st  to 
September  15th,  1947,  in  Exhibit  BB. 

Verification  of  a  substantial  number  of  uncollected  tax  accounts  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  taxpayers. 

A  summarized  statement  of  the  special  poll  tax  account,  as  of  Sep- 
tember 15,  1947.  is  included  in  Exhibit  DD. 

Town   Clerk 

The  financial  accounts  and  records  of  the  Town  Clerk  were  ex- 
amined and  audited.  All  funds  received  by  the  Clerk  on  account  of  the 
issuance  of  motor  vehicle  permits  and  dog  licenses  were  properly  ac- 
counted for  through  remittances  to  the  Treasurer,  fees  retained  or  cash 
on  hand.  Summaries  of  these  accounts  appear  in  Exhibits  L  and  FF. 

Trust  Funds 

The  securities  and  bank  books  representing  the  principal  and  unex- 
pended income  of  the  trust  funds  were  examined.  A  summary  statement 
of  trust  fund  principal,  income  and  investments,  as  of  December  31,  1946, 
is  presented  in  Exhibit  O. 

iniunicipal  Court 

The  financial  accounts  of  the  Municipal  Court  were  examined  and 
audited.  A  summary  of  the  Court  accounts  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1946,  is  contained  in  Exhibit  P. 

'Library  Treasurer 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Library  Treasurer  were  checked. 
Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance,  as  of  the  date  of  audit,  is  shown  in  Ex- 
hibit HH. 

Water  Department 

The  record  of  collections,  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Water 
Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1946,  was  examined. 
Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  that  date  in  indicated  in  Exhibit  T. 

No  examination  of  the  current  year's  Water  Department  accounts 
was  made  as  the  records  were  incomplete. 

General  Comments 

Town  Treasurer: 

The  Town  Treasurer's  Cash  Book  should  be  kept  up  to  date  in  or- 
der that  the  balance  may  be  known  at  all  times.  A  monthly  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balance,  including  a  listing  of  outstanding  checks,  should 
also  be  made. 

Receipts  from  the  Tax  Collector  should  be  segregated  in  the  Cash  Book 
by  tax  warrant  and  tax  sale  redemption  accounts  and  by  years  of  tax 
levies. 

Tax  Collector: 
The  use  of  the  loose  leaf  columnar  cash  book  by  the  Tax  Collector 
is  recommended.  This  segregates  tax  warrant  collections,  tax  sales  re- 
demptions and  interest  by  years  of  tax  levies.  Remittances  to  the  Treasur- 
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er  should  likewise  be  reported  on  the  prescribed  form  which  provides  for 
a  similar  breakdown. 

When  the  town  bids  in  the  taxes  at  a  collector's  sale  two  town 
checks  should  be  issued  immediately  thereafter  to  the  collector  as  follows : 

(1)  The  first  check  for  the  amount  of  taxes  and  interest  thereon 
to  date  of  sale.  This  check  is  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  as 
"taxes  and  interest  collected"  after  the  proper  accounts  have 
been  credited  in  the  warrant  book  and  the  interest  enter- 
ed therein. 

(2)  The  second  check  is  for  the  amount  of  costs  and  fees  inci- 
dent to  the  advertising  and  sale.  This  check  should  be  re- 
tained by  the  collector  as  compensation  for  certain  costs  and 
fees  to  which  he  is  entitled  by  law  or  which  he  has  ad- 
vanced to  the  register  of  deeds. 

It  was  noted  that  in  making  out  the  Collector's  warrant  only  the 
"poll  tax"  and  "total  tax"  columns  were  used.  The  amount  of  property  tax 
should  be  indicated  in  each  case  in  the  "property  tax"  column. 

The  regular  abatement  orders  should  be  issued  by  the  selectmen  to 
the  tax  collector  before  the  abatements  are  entered  in  the  warrant  book  by 
the  collector. 

No  item  in  the  warrant  book  should  be  changed  after  the  warrant 
is  committed  to  the  collector.  Corrections  or  adjustments  should  be  made 
only  by  authorized  abatements  or  commitment  of  added  taxes. 

Overseer  of  the  Poor: 

A  cash  book  in  which  all  receipts  and  expenditures  are  recorded 
should  be  kept  by  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor,  in  addition  to  the  individual 
case  record  accounts. 

Paid  bills  should  be  filed  in  the  same  sequence  as  the  checks  issued 
in  payment  thereof. 

Water  Department: 

All  accounts  and  records  should  be  kept  up  to  date.  This  is  particu- 
larly important  in  the  case  of  the  cash  book  in  order  that  the  balance 
may  be  known  at  all  times  and  bank  overdrafts  thereby  prevented. 

When  recording  payments  of  wages  to  employees  the  net  amount 
paid  (  i.  e. — amount  earned  less  tax  withheld)  should  be  entered  in  the 
total  amount  column  while  the  gross  amount  (i.  e. — amount  earned) 
should  be  carried  out  in  the  classification  column.  When  the  taxes  with- 
held are  paid  to  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  this  payment  should 
be  entered  in  the  total  amount  column  but  nothing  carried  out  to  the 
classification  column  as  the  classification  has  already  been  made.  All 
taxes  withheld  should  be  paid  to  the  Collector  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  so  as  to  balance  the  accounts. 

A  new  system  for  recording  water  department  accounts  receivable 
was  prescribed  and  its  adoption  recommended. 

Conclusion: 

With  exceptions  as  herein  noted  the  accounts  and  records  of  all 
town  officials  which  were  examined  were  found  in  good  condition  and 
the  accounting  procedure  conformed  to  the  uniform  system  prescribed 
by  this  Division. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapted  211,  of  the  Laws  of  1939, 
require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essential  features  shall  be 
published  in  the  next  annual  town  report.  This  letter  of  transmittal 
should  be  included  in  its  entirety  but  the  inclusion  of  Exhibits  is  optional. 
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We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Jaffrey  for 
their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

At  the  legal  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  School  District  in  Union 
Hall  in  said  District  in  the  Town  of  Jaffrey  on  the  10th  day  of  March  at 
7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  persuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Jason  C.  Sawyer,  Moderator, 
and  the  warrant  read  by  him  with  the  return  of  same. 

Article  1.  George  S.  Austerman  moved  and  it  was  seconded  that 
the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  Jason  C.  Sawyer  for 
Moderator.  The  motion  was  put  by  the  Clerk  and  was  unanimously 
carried.  The  Clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Jason  C.  Sawyer  declared  him 
elected  Moderator  and  administered  the  oath  of  office  in  open  meeting.

Ernest  J.  Pratt  moved  that  the  School  Boards  budget  as 
printed  in  the  annual  report  requiring  that  $78,944.00  be  assessed  for  the 
ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  public  schools  and  the  payment  of  sta- 
tutory obligations  of  the  District  be  approved  and  accepted.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried.

Vernon  J.  Bean  moved  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot 
for  Homer  J.  Forcier  for  School  Board  for  three  years.  The  motion  was 
lost,  not  being  unanimous. 

Vernon  J.  Bean  nominated  Homer  J.  Forcier  for  a  member  of  the 
School  Board  for  three  years.  Nomination  seconded. 

George  S.  Austerman  moved  that  nominations  be  closed.  Motion 
seconded  and  carried. 

Edward  L.  Fay  moved  that  the  Clerk  be  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot 
for  Homer  J.  Forcier  for  School  Board  for  three  years.  Motion  seconded 
and  lost,  not  being  unanimous. 

Not  being  able  to  elect,  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  second  member 
of  the  School  Board.  Robert  Bunce  came  forward  and  cast  his  ballot. 
The  Moderator  asked  if  all  had  voted  who  wished,  none  responded  and  he 
declared  the  ballot  closed. 

The  Moderator  then  announced  the  condition  of  the  ballot  as  follows; 
total  ballots  cast — one.  necessary  for  choice,  one.  Homer  J.  Forcier  re- 
ceived one  and  the  Moderator  declared  him  elected  a  member  of  the 
School  Board  for  three  years. 

Article  8.  Returned  to  article  8,  and  Ferdinand  D.  Gordon  an- 
nounced that  a  correction  on  page  69,  fourth  paragraph  of  the  Town 
Report  should  read  $8,122.00  instead  of  $9,400.00. 
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Delcie  D.  Bean  moved  that  the  School  Reports  be  accepted  as  cor- 
rected. Motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Article  6.  Returned  to  article  6,  and  Ernest  B.  Dana  was  asked  to 
give  report  of  the  Committee  on  Additional  Housing  needs  of  the  present 
school  system. 

He  gave  a  very  comprehensive  report,  showing  plans  of  the  proposed 
additions  to  the  present  High  School  Building. 

Ernest  J.  Pratt  moved  that  the  report  of  this  committee  be  ac- 
cepted and  the  committee  be  continued.  Motion  seconded.  James  W. 
Austin  offered  an  amendment  to  have  this  committee  report 
at  the  next  annual  school  meeting,  seconded. 

Amendment  was  carried,  Motion  was  carried. 

Philip  M.  Darling  reported  for  the  Regional  School  committee, 
giving  a  very  enlightening  report  and  recommended  that  the  Com- 
mittee be  continued. 

Isabel  Butler  moved  that  the  Committee  be  continued  and  that  the 
School  Board  be  included  in  said  Committee.  Motion  was  seconded  and 
carried. 

Article  9.  Leon  H.  Hunt  moved  that  $500.00  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment  for  the  ensuing  year.  Motion 
was  seconded  and  carried. 

Article  10.  Evelyn  P.  Ruffle  moved  that  the  District  elect  and  ap- 
prove the  inclusion  of  its  officers  and  employees  (other  than  those  eli- 
gible under  the  Teachers  Retirement  System)  in  the  Employees  Retire- 
ment System  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  which  system  is  provided 
for  by  Chapter  27-A  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  inserted  by  Chapter  183  of 
the  Laws  of  1945  and  as  provided  by  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of  1945 
and  any  subsequent  amendments  thereto. 

George  S.  Austermann  asked  "Who  comes  under  this  motion"  and 
Ernest  J.  Pratt  replied  "The  Janitor".  Motion  was  seconded  and  car- 
ried. 

Article  11.  Dr.  C.  Francis  Wozmak  moved  that  $285.00  be  raised  and 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  providing  funds  for  the  District's  contri- 
bution to  the  Employees  Retirement  System  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire this  coming  year. 

Motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Article  12.  Homer  J.  Forcier  moved  that  the  sum  of  $3,600.00  be 
raised  and  appropriated  so  that  the  School  Board  may  increase  by  $150.00 
the  compensation  of  each  teacher  in  proportion  to  his  or  her  time  em- 
ployed during  the  school  year,  beginning  July  1st  1946  and  ending  June 
30th  1947.  Motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Article  13.  Ferdinand  D.  Gordon  moved  that  $8,122.00  be  raised 
and  appropriated  as  a  deficiency  appropriation  for  the  school  year  be- 
ginning July  1st  1946  and  ending  June  30th  1947. 

Motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Article  14.  Alfred  S.  Despres  moved  that  the  School  Board  be 
authorized  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  in  the  name  of  the 
District  such  advances,  grants  in  aid  or  other  funds  for  educational  pur- 
poses as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  Federal  Works 
Agency  or  other  United  States  Government  or  State  Agencies. 

James  W.  Austin  asked,  "what  sum  this  would  bring  in"? 

Ernest  J.  Pratt  replied,  "The  Government  lends  money  to  School  Dis- 
tricts for  making  plans  for  school  building  construction." 

Motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 
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The  Moderator  asked  "If  the  Fuller  Bill  is  passed  and  becomes  a  law 
and  the  District  receives  $17,000.00  from  the  state  as  a  result  of  said  bill, 
what  action  if  any,  would  the  District  care  to  take,  the  District  already 
having  appropriated  an  adequate  sum  of  money  for  school  expenses  for 
the  next  School  year. 

No  motion  was  offered. 

Voted  meeting  adjourned  at  9:25  p.  m.

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SPECIAL  DISTRICT   SCHOOL  MEETING,  JULY  8,  1947 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  voters  of  the  School  District  in  Union  Hall 
in  said  District  in  the  Town  of  Jaffrey  on  the  eighth  day  of  July  1947  at 
7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Jason  C.  Sawyer,  Moderator,  and 
the  warrant  read  by  him  with  the  return  of  same. 

The  Moderator,  Jason  C.  Sawyer  explained  the  reason  for  holding 
this  meeting  and  also  the  Fuller  Bill  or  House  Bill  No.  12  passed  at  the 
last  Legislature. 

He  read  this  new  law  and  called  to  the  attention  of  the  voters 
present  certain  clauses  in  the  law  and  especially  to  the  one  pertaining 
to  how  the  State  allotment  of  money  may  be  spent  by  the  district. 

Article  1.  Motion  was  made  by  Ferdinand  Donald  Gordon  that 
the  School  District  amend  Article  8  to  read:  Raise  and  appropriate  $69,- 
719.64  instead  of  $78,944.00  as  voted  for  at  the  last  Jaffrey  School  Dis- 
trict Meeting. 

The  Moderator  ruled  that  this  motion  was  out  of  order  until  a  mo- 
tion to  reconsider  the  action  taken  under  article  8  was  presented  and 
carried. 

Ferdinand  D.  Gordon  asked  to  have  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Lester  B.  Badger  of  Peterborough,  explain  the  need  of  increased  ex- 
penditures. 

The  Moderator  gave  his  permission  if  no  one  present  objected.  There 
being  no  objection,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  gave  a  detailed  ex- 
planation of  the  need  of  larger  appropriations  for  text  books,  scholars 
supplies,  fuel  and  minor  repairs,  including  new  heating  plant  and  grading 
playgrounds  in  the  rear  of  the  grade  school,  also  a  transcriber  and  cal- 
culator and  a  lathe  and  sink  for  the  shop.  He  stated  that  the  cost  of  these 
items  had  increased  in  price  very  materially. 

George  S.  Austermann  asked  what  the  amount  of  the  State  allot- 
ment would  be  and  Ernest  J.  Pratt  answered  that  it  is  $16,899.36. 

Mr.  Badger  stated  that  some  of  this  amount  should  be  used  for 
school  expenses  but  a  majority  of  it  can  be  used  to  reduce  the  tax  rate. 

The  Moderator  stated,  that  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  the  only  safe 
way  to  proceed. 

Edward  L.  Fay  moved,  that  the  action  taken  under  Article  8  of  the 
warrant  of  March  11th,  1947  be  reconsidered. 
The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Edward  L.  Fay  moved  that  $15,000.00  of  the  State  allotment  be  used 
to  reduce  the  tax  rate  and  the  balance  for  support  of  schools. 

Ferdinand  D.  Gordon  and  Delcie  D.  Bean  Sr.  both  spoke  in  favor 
of  the  recommendations  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Mr.  Badger. 

George  S.  Austermann  spoke,  and  warned  the  voters  that  the  meet- 
ing should  proceed  with  care  and  be  sure  of  no  violation  of  the  law, 
by  spending  some  of  the  State  allotment  for  anything  that  might  be  con- 
trary to  specific  uses  as  defined  in  the  law. 

Ferdinand  D.  Gordon  stated  that  the  School  Board  had  checked  with 
the  State  Board  of  Education  pertaining  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  had  received  the  approval  of  that  Board. 

The  Moderator  advised  that  the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education  was  not  final  and  that  only  the  Court  has  the  power  of  in- 
terpretation of  the  law. 

The  motion  of  Mr.  Fay  was  put  to  a  vote  and  was  lost. 
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Homer  J.  Forcier  moved  that  the  amount  of  $78,944.00  raised  at  the 
last  District  Meeting,  be  reduced  to  $69,719.64. 

This  motion  was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  Moderator,  he  stating 
that  he  believed  that  the  purpose  for  which  the  State  allotment  is  to  be 
spent,  should  be  itemized  in  the  motion. 

Homer  J.  Forcier  moved  that  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee 
printed  in  the  last  town  report,  be  amended  as  follows,

B.    Administrative  Policy 

The  position  of  first  place  in  this  report  is  selected  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  topic  of  administration  not  because  it  is  of  major  im- 
portance but  because  it  is  the  machinery  which  puts  into  operation  the 
process  for  which  the  schools  exist:  the  instruction  of  the  child.  In  order 
that  the  child  may  have  the  educational  opportunity  which  society 
wishes  for  him  teachers  for  subjects  from  beginning  reading  to  ad- 
vanced mathematics,  debating  or  metal  turning  must  be  procured;  build- 
ings with  their  heating,  plumbing  and  lighting  facilities,  and  building 
furnishings  from  clocks  to  pupils'  desks  and  power  saws  must  be  main- 
tained; janitor  service  must  be  furnished;  instructional  materials  from 
textbooks  to  preserved  grasshoppers  must  be  selected  and  a  continuing 
supply  provided,  and  transportation,  safe  and  comfortable,  must  be 
operated.  In  a  democracy  the  answer  to  all  problems  arising  from  all  of 
these  various  areas  must  be  found  in  the  light  of  the  welfare  of  the 
child.  The  need  for  wise  decisions  in  handling  these  problems  is  a  tre- 
mendous challenge  to  the  highest  type  of  educational  leadership  and 
cannot  come  without  it,  but  the  wisest  decisions  will  be  reached  and  the 
soundest  policies  developed  not  by  such  leadership  alone  but  will  only 
grow  out  of  a  continuous  frank  and  honest  cooperative  interplay  of  the 
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interests  and  energies  of  professional  educators,  school  boards  and  in- 
telligent, public-spirited  laymen.  Man's  search  for  a  life  of  order  and 
peace  will  be  successful  only  to  that  degree  that  education  meets  the  de- 
veloping challenges  of  each  generation  and  education  will  meet  those 
challenges  to  that  extent  that  those  laymen  of  greatest  wisdom  and 
public  spirit  give  of  their  abilities  to  the  continuing  development  of  the 
school.  The  schools  belong  to  the  people  and  must  be  what  the 
people  want.  They  will  be  good  when  the  people  take  time  to  study 
their  needs  carefully  and  conscientiously  and  they  will  fail  when  the 
people  neglect  to  support  them  or  support  them  with  money  alone. 
They  are  the  living  part  of  our  social  existence  and  they  derive  their 
vitality  solely  from  the  very  life  streams  of  society's  individual  members. 
They  must  continuously  receive  the  radiant  energy  of  the  very  souls  of 
the  people.  It  is  urgent  that  all  take  as  active  a  part  as  possible  in  those 
activities  that  pertain  to  the  school:  P.  T.  A.  meetings  and  committee 
work,  school  district  meetings,  forums  for  discussion  of  school  matters, 
etc.  The  people  of  the  Monadnock  Region  are  constantly  evidencing 
a  high  interest  in  cultural  and  educational  matters.  We  should  continue 
to  strive  to  develop  this  potentiality  into  an  even  more  effective  work- 
ing force  for  the  growth  of  our  schools.

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During  the  School  Year  1946-47  two  vacancies  occurred:  Mrs.  Helen 
P.  iSouthworth  resigned  to  take  effect  February  28,  1947  and  was  re- 
placed by  Florence  Duke,  and  Faith  Weigert,  who  had  become  Mrs.  Mar- 
rone,  withdrew  on  May  2,  1947  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Frances  Wat- 
son. These  two  replacements  proved  to  be  very  competent  teachers. 

At  the  close  of  school  in  June  there  were  six  vacancies  to  fill.  Robert 
G.  Lewis,  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  College  and  formerly  the  vice-prin- 
cipal of  the  high  school  in  Clinton,  Connecticut,  was  elected  Headmaster 
to  replace  Ernest  B.  Dana  who  became  Superintendent  of  Schools  in 
the  Colebrook,  N.  H.  Supervisory  Union.  Earl  Leach  was  elected  as 
sub-master,  director  of  guidance  and  teacher  of  the  social  studies  which 
had  been  taught  by  Miss  Dorothy  Welch,  but  he  resigned  the  day  before 
school  opened  because  of  his  inability  to  obtain  suitable  living  accommo- 
dations. George  C.  Williams  took  his  place  immediately.  On  October  10  he 
resigned  to  accept  a  permanent  commission  in  the  army  and  Durwood 
Eastman,  a  graduate  of  Fitchburg  Teachers  College  and  with  a  Master's 
degree  from  Boston  University  in  1947,  was  engaged  to  fill  the  vacancy 
thus  caused.  Eugene  O.  DeFelice  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  1947  with  a 
major  in  mathematics  and  special  work  in  science,  took  Miss  Duke's  place. 
Regina  M.  Quirk,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College  in  1947,  and 
Marjorie  B.  Thompson,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers  College  1947, 
were  elected  to  the  other  two  high  school  vacancies.  At  the  Grade  School 
we  attempted  to  get  along  without  filling  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
withdrawal  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Doolittle  but  the  crowding  was  so  excessive 
in  grades  two  and  three  that  Mrs.  Durwood  Eastman,  with  a  Bachelor's 
degree  from  Fitchburg  Teachers  College  and  three  years  of  experience 
in  Littleton,  Massachusetts,  was  engaged  to  begin  work  October  20,  1947 
with  a  group  formed  by  taking  some  pupils  from  the  second  grade  room 
and  some  from  the  third  grade  room.  One  important  change  in  policy 
this  year  was  to  relieve  the  one  athletic  coach,  Mr.  McCaffrey,  from  the 
responsibility  of  coaching  girl's  athletics  and  giving  that  assignment  to  a 
woman  teacher. 

Four  Jaffrey  teachers  added  to  their  professional  training  by  at- 
tending summer  school  last  summer :  Mr.  Lewis  at  the  University  of  Mary- 
land, Mr.  Chamberlain  and  Miss  Ruth  Fitzgerald  at  Keene  Teachers  Col- 
lege where  Miss  Fitzgerald  completed  her  work  for  her  Bachelor's  Degree 
and  Mr.  DeFelice  at  Boston  University.  During  the  current  year  ten 
teachers  are  taking  an  extension  course  in  the  social  studies  from  Keene 
Teachers  College:  Mr.  Craig,  Mrs.  Belletete,  Mary  Fitzgerald,  Mrs.  Brown, 
Miss  Costello,  Miss  Cutter,  Miss  Nora  Hurley,  Miss  Lynch,  Mrs.  Davis 
and  Miss  Wallace.  These  fourteen  teachers  are  to  be  commended  for 
their  progress  in  professional  improvement.  Jaffrey  may  justly  be  proud 
of  this  evidence  of  professional  growth  on  the  part  of  its  teaching  staff. 

B.    Programs  and  Methods 

The  challenge  facing  the  schools  today  of  making  their  programs  meet 
the  needs  produced  by  our  rapidly  changing  social  concepts  is  ex- 
ceedingly great.  If  Conant  High  School  is  to  continue  its  reputation  as 
one  of  the  better  schools  of  the  state,  it  must  keep  sensitive  to  these 
changing  needs.  It  must  keep  its  program  dynamic  and  not  allow  it  to  be- 
come static.  In  keeping  with  this  thought  there  has  been  renewed  effort 
to  make  the  school  experiences  of  the  students  rich  with  opportunities  to 
study  and  practice  the  democratic  way  of  life.  There  is  in  the  Jaffrey 
schools,  elementary  as  well  as  high,  a  concerted  attempt  to  develop  a  mili- 
tant faith  in  American  democracy.  To  stimulate  improvement  in  the 
schools  in  both  program  and  methods  of  instruction  in  the  social  studies 
field,  with  particular  emphasis  on  the  elementary  level,  a  forty-five  hour 
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extension  course  is  being  offered  by  Keene  Teachers  College  to  teachers 
in  this  supervisory  union.  A  class  of  fifteen  teachers — four  from  Peter- 
borough, ten  from  Jaffrey,  and  one  from  Dublin — normally  meets  each 
Monday  from  four  to  six-thirty  at  the  Jaffrey  Grade  School.  The  in- 
structor, Miss  Wilson,  is  doing  an  excellent  job  in  making  available  for 
reference  source  materials  and  in  stimulating  productive  thinking.  The 
social  concepts  the  boys  and  girls  get  in  school  today  will  have  much 
to  do  with  their  future  happiness  and  welfare.  It  is  unwise  to  continue  to 
use  textbooks,  maps,  workbooks,  etc.,  that  inculcate  concepts  not  in 
keeping  with  our  present-day  needs.  There  is  great  need  for  more  in- 
teresting and  better  adapted  materials  for  instruction  in  the  schools 
and  this  course  is  helping  greatly  in  discovering  what  materials  are 
best  suited  for  use,  how  to  obtain  them,  and  how  to  use  them.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Union  Hall  in  said  district  on 
the  eighth  day  of  March  1948,  at  7:30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  two  Members  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board  and 
Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or 
agent  of  the  district.

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,080.00  for  the  employment  of  additional  personnel  for  a  school 
lunch  program. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $260.00  for  the  purpose  of  additional  electrical  wiring  for  the  school 
shop. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  additional  grading  of  the  school  grounds. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $600.00  for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment. 

13.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $73.60  as  a  deficiency  appropriation  for  1947-48  for  the  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Jaffrey  School  District  by  the  State  Tax  Commission.

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PART    VH.     REPORT  OF    SCHOOL  BUILDING    COMMITTEE 

The  committee  appointed  under  Article  10  of  the  1946  School  District 
Meeting  "to  study  the  housing  needs  of  the  school  system"  herewith  sub- 
mits the  following  report: 

The  study  of  the  present  and  future  school  building  needs  in  Jaf- 
frey  was  divided  into  these  three  general  phases: 

A.  Determination  of  present  and  future  needs. 

B.  Examination  of  the  extent  to  which  these  needs  are  or  can 
be  met  under  present  conditions. 

C.  Provision  of  adequate  space  and  facilities  to  meet  the  present 
and  future  needs  in  the  most  feasible  and  economic  manner. 

Much  invaluable  assistance  in  the  work  in  the  first  two  of  the  above 
mentioned  phases  was  received  from  Paul  E.  Farnum,  State  Department 
of  Education,  and  from  Lester  B.  Badger,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
Drawings  incorporating  the  requirements  called  for  in  the  third  phase 
were  made  by  School  Architects,  Harold  E.  Mason  and  Edward  L.  Baker, 
of  Leominster.  Mass. 

A  brief  summary  of  the  activities  carried  out  and  the  conclusions 
reached  in  each  of  the  respective  phases  listed  above  follows : 

A.  In  the  first  phase  an  analytical  study  was  made  of  the  en- 
rollment in  Grades  7-12  including  tuition  pupils  during  the  last  twelve 
years,  and  of  the  present  enrollment  in  Grades  1-6.  In  addition,  careful 
consideration  was  given  to  the  selection  by  the  pupils  in  Grades  9-12 
of  electives  in  the  different  subject  fields.  Also,  trends  in  these  selections 
over  the  past  several  years  were  noted  and  the  possible  influence  of 
more  adequate  facilities  weighed. 

In  the  light  of  the  information  obtained,  two  needs  stood  out: 

1.  A  six-year  high  school  to  accommodate  300  pupils. 

2.  Adequate  space  and  facilities  in  this  school  to  accommodate  the 
steadily  increasing  enrollment  in  the  subjects  in  the  instruction  of 
which  the  requirements  are  greater  than  in  those  where  little  material 
equipment  is  necessary. 

B.  In  the  second  part  a  detailed  inspection  and  study  of  the 
existing  high  school  building  showed  that  the  above  mentioned  needs 
were  being  met  but  partially  in  many  instances.  With  the  present  enroll- 
ment of  approximately  250  pupils,  the  same  crowded  conditions  were 
found  as  when  Grades  5-12  were  housed  in  it.  For  the  five  subjects 
taught  in  the  Physical  Sciences  each  year,  with  an  enrollment  of 
nearly  200  boys  and  girls,  only  one  laboratory  with  a  capacity  of  16  pu- 
pils is  available.  The  present  shop  urgently  needs  more  room  for  in- 
stallation of  needed  equipment,  storage,  and  work  upon  larger  projects. 
Due  to  location,  also,  it  presents  a  noise  problem.  In  Home  Economics, 
adaptability  for  many  demonstrations  is  out  of  the  question.  No  book- 
keeping room  is  provided.  Physical  Education,  given  at  the  Grade  School, 
lacks  sufficient  locker  facilities  which  results  in  its  being  offered  to 
a  limited  number  and  with  much  loss  of  time.  Very  limited  space  exists 
for  installation  of  a  cafeteria  and  kitchen.  Assembly  programs  are  con- 
ducted in  a  very  much  overcrowded  study  hall  designed  for  70  pupils. 
Add  to  this  list,  a  small  library,  no  place  for  a  health  room,  and  toilets 
located  in  the  basement  only,  the  limited  extent  to  which  the  existing 
needs  are  being  met  can  be  readily  seen. 

C.  After  careful  consideration  of  the  information  obtained  in  the 
first  two  phases  discussed  above,  and  after  making  thorough  inspec- 
tion of  the  present  grade  and  high  school  buildings,  it  was  decided  that 
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the  most  feasible  and  economic  way  to  provide  adequate  space  and 
facilities  to  meet  the  present  and  future  needs  could  be  done  by  making 
additions  to  and  alterations  in  Conant  High  School.  A  description  of  the 
most  salient  provisions  in  the  proposed  plans  includes: 

1.  Classroom  addition  on  south  side  55  ft.  x  64  ft. 

2.  Combination  auditorium-gymnasium  and  shop  addition  on  north 
side  64  ft.  x  123  ft. 

The  exterior  of  the  additions  is  to  be  constructed  of  brick  and  cast 
stone  to  blend  with  and  follow  the  architectural  design  of  existing  build- 
ing. 

General  construction  throughout  the  additions,  also,  is  to  be  of 
the  same  durable  quality  as  in  existing  building. 

3.  Making  necessary  alterations  in  present  building  so  that  entire 
unit  will  most  effectively  function  in  carrying  out  an  all-inclusive  and 
efficient  educational  program. 

A  breakdown  of  the  main  features  proposed  in  these  additions  and 
alterations  by  floors  will  show  in  greater  detail  the  ways  in  which  the 
existing  and  future  educational  housing  needs  are  to  be  adequately  met. 

Ground  Floor: 

In  the  north  wing  there  is  a  Shop  having  3700  square  feet  of  floor 
area,  windows  on  three  sides,  large  exterior  door,  sound-proofed  ceiling, 
two  exits,  instructor's  office,  and  a  separate  shop  class  room.  A  music 
room  26  ft.  x  37  ft.  with  raised  steps  for  group  instrumental  instruction 
and  having  a  sound-proofed  ceiling  is  also  included  on  this  floor.  Lo- 
cated here,  too,  is  the  main  entrance  lobby  to  the  auditorium-gymnasium 
with  women's  and  mens'  coat  rooms  and  toilets  off  the  lobby. 

In  the  existing  building,  changes  will  be  made  to  provide  both  boys' 
and  girls'  locker  and  shower  rooms  with  dimensions  21  ft.  x  37  ft.  and 
22  ft.  x  30  ft.  respectively,  and  containing  50  upright  and  150  basket  lock- 
ers each,  completely  renovated  girls'  and  boys'  toilets,  enlarged  boiler 
room,  book  and  supply  room,  a  cafeteria  kitchen  20  ft.  x  22  ft. 
containing  a  food  storage  room  9  ft.  x  18  %  ft.,  and  a  storage  room  11 
ft.  x  23  ft.  to  take  care  of  home  economics  equipment. 

The  south  wing  has  a  cafeteria  22  ft.  x  63  ft.  adjoining  the  kitchen 
with  a  seating  capacity  of  140,  and  directly  across  the  corridor  on  the 
front  side  of  the  building  is  the  Home  Economics  room  22  ft.  x  63  ft. 

First  Floor: 

This  floor  has  230  home  room  stations  and  metal  lockers  to  ac- 
commodate this  number  of  pupils. 

The  north  wing  contains  an  entrance  lobby  to  the  Auditorium-Gym- 
nasium 16  ft.  x  42  ft,,  a  hall  63  ft.  x  84  ft.  x  22  ft.,  which  provides 
space  for  either  folding  bleachers  to  accommodate  400  spectators  and  a 
standard  high  school  basketball  court  42  ft.  x  74  ft.  or  sufficient  space 
for  seating  600  people  when  programs  are  presented  on  a  stage  20  ft.  x  38 
ft.  Two  dressing  rooms  are  located  on  the  stage  and  two  chair  storage 
rooms  at  rear  of  hall  furnish  space  for  folding  chairs  and  gymnasium 
equipment.  A  balcony  has  a  seating  capacity  of  110  plus  a  projection  room 
for  visual  education  programs. 

Alterations  in  the  present  building  will  provide  a  headmaster's  of- 
fice, health  room,  three  class  rooms  and  a  typewriting  room  each  with 
a  capacity  of  30  pupils,  and  girls'  and  boys'  toilets. 

The  south  wing  contains  a  bookkeeping  room  adjoining  the  type- 
writing room,  with  a  capacity  of  30  pupils,  and  three  new  class  rooms 
22  ft.  x  31  %  ft.  to  accommodate  35  pupils  each. 
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Second  Floor: 

This  floor  has  83  home  room  stations  and  metal  lockers  to  ac- 
commodate this  number  of  pupils. 

The  top  part  of  the  auditorium-gymnasium  occupies  the  north  wing. 

The  existing  building  has  four  class  rooms  including  an  English 
class  room  for  35  pupils,  with  a  raised  platform  for  public  speaking, 
a  General  Science  class  room  22  ft.  x  28  ft.,  and  two  small  class  rooms 
with  a  capacity  of  24  pupils  each.  In  addition,  a  supply  room,  girls'  and 
boys'  toilets,  a  conference  room,  and  women  and  men  teachers'  rooms 
are  located  on  this  floor. 

The  south  wing  contains  storage  and  preparation  rooms  located 
between  the  above  mentioned  General  Science  class  room  and  a  com- 
bination laboratory  22  ft.  x  47  ft.  A  library  and  study  22  ft.  x  64  ft.  hav- 
ing a  folding  partition  which  divides  it  in  half,  making  two  standard 
size  class  rooms,  completes  the  allotment  of  space  in  this  wing. 

On  the  basis  of  the  findings  obtained  in  this  study  of  the  housing- 
needs  of  the  school  system  in  Jaffrey,  and  the  question  of  the  availabil- 
ity of  federal  funds  for  this  purpose  after  June  30  of  the  current  year, 
it  is  recommended  that  the  school  district  authorize  the  School  Board  at 
its  next  annual  meeting,  March  10,  1947,  to  make  application  to  the  Fed- 
eral Works  Agency  for  funds  to  be  used  for  the  preparation  of  plans  and 
specifications  for  additions  to  and  alterations  in  the  Conant  High  School 
building  in  order  that  when  conditions  so  warrant,  provision  of  ade- 
quate space  and  facilities  for  all-inclusive  and  efficient  education 
may  be  provided  for  our  girls  and  boys.

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FOREST  FIRE  PROBLEM  SERIOUS 

The  year  1947  was  one  of  the  worst  periods  of  drouth  and  forest  fire 
occurence  in  eastern  United  States  history.  Lack  of  water  ruined  crops 
lowered  water  levels  and  dried  up  brooks  everywhere.  Three  months  of 
deficient  rainfall  and  abnormally  high  temperatures  resulted  in  many 
fires  which  were  mostly  well  controlled  and  kept  within  bounds.  Only  the 
high  winds  beginning  on  October  23rd  caused  a  few  fires  to  escape  be- 
yond immediate  control.  These  few  fires  resulted  in  burning  some  15,000 
acres  and  the  loss  of  63  or  more  buildings  in  four  New  Hampshire  towns. 

All  October  fires  were  costly.  They  burned  deeply  in  the  ground  and 
required  day  and  night  patrol  of  large  crews  of  men  until  the  rains  came 
late  in  October.  Towns  which  escaped  from  serious  fires  might  easily 
have  been  in  the  midst  of  the  most  serious  conflagration  we  had. 

Governor  Dale  closed  the  woods  effective  at  midnight  of  October  15th. 
With  the  blow-up  of  October  23rd,  a  second  proclamation  closed  all  back 
roads  and  authorized  towns  to  inaugurate  patrol.  The  effect  of  this  was 
to  cut  down  subsequent  fires  for  the  rest  of  the  dry  period. 

Local  fire  warden  forces  performed  an  admirable  job  to  hold  the 
more  than  200  fires  that  occurred  during  this  October  period.  Many 
men  were  taxed  to  the  utmost  as  the  emergency  continued.  To  them  and 
all  those  who  did  their  work,  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  owe  a  debt 
of  gratitude.  The  state  forest  fire  control  agency  based  on  local  town 
wardens  and  town  crews  wherever  adequately  equipped  rose  to  the  oc- 
casion and  met  the  test  in  whatever  town  their  services  were  needed. 

It  is  now  time  to  take  stock  everywhere  of  our  fire  fighting  facili- 
ties for  the  season  ahead  and  to  make  them  adequate  where  necessary. 
To  this  end  town  fire  plans  and  training  programs  for  wardens,  deputies 
and  other  key  men  in  each  district  are  being  arranged  or  in  progress.  If 
equipment  and  tools  are  insufficient  to  properly  equip  the  available  man 
power  in  each  community  with  the  right  tools  for  the  job,  they  should  be 
provided  for  at  once.  The  yearly  addition  of  fire  tools  to  the  town  sup- 
ply will  generally  need  to  be  built  up.  The  state  sells  tools  to  the  towns 
and  shares  one-half  their  cost.  Good  equipment  is  important  and  can 
help  greatly  to  keep  both  damage  and  fire  costs  at  a  minimum. 

For  many  years  we  have  requested  our  wardens  not  to  issue  burning 
permits  except  on  rainy  days.  This  regulation  will  be  in  effect  again  this 
year  as  it  is  one  of  the  best  means  of  assuring  such  fires  from  getting 
out  of  control.  Nine  out  of  every  ten  fires'  can  be  prevented,  98  percent  of 
all  fires  being  due  to  human  carelessness.  Be  sure  to  get  a  permit  for  any 
fire  in  or  near  woodland  when  the  ground  is  free  from  snow.  Be  sure  your 
fires  are  always  out  before  you  leave  them.  Help  us  in  getting  the  travel- 
ling public  to  keep  from  throwing  out  lighted  matches  or  cigarettes.  Be 
careful  of  all  fires  in  or  near  woodland.
